Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of 
claims 1-18. 

Claims 1, 7, and 13 are allowed because the cited references, as suggested on 
pages 9 and 10 of the Applicant's remarks submitted on 6/21/2010, fail to teach optically 
examining an input separator page to determine if all machine readable regions on the 
separator page have been obscured and discarding the page if all such machine 
readable regions have been obscured. 

Claims 2-6, 8-12, and 14-18 are allowed since these claims depend on allowed 
base claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
